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Preface 


Modem American English 5 is the fifth of a series of six texts, with correlated work¬ 
books and cassettes, designed as a complete course of study in English as a second lan¬ 
guage. The first two books provide elementary vocabulary and lay the foundations for a 
comprehension of the principles of English grammar; taken together, they can be con¬ 
sidered to comprise a beginning course in English. The remaining books, the work¬ 
books, and the cassettes build upon this foundation .by. expanding the study of vocabu¬ 
lary and completing the survey of English grammatical structures. Student book 6, 
although primarily a reader, provides a general review and additional practice ort all 
the material previously studied. 

The six books of the series have been planned for use in the junior high school, high 
school, or adult course of study. The pace of the books is measured but intensive, as is 
proper for students studying English on this level. Extensive oral practice is provided 
for everything presented. Students are prepared to move, without difficulty or confu¬ 
sion, from one step to the next, from one lesson to the following lesson. Vocabulary 
and grammar are controlled at all times, particularly at the beginning and ihtermediate 
levels in books 1 through 4. Consequently, there is no danger of teaching more vocab¬ 
ulary or structure than a student can readily absorb. 

Expressed in a different way, the purpose of this book, as well as of the remaining 
books of the series, is to teach students how to use and understand spoken English. The 
approach emphasizes at ali times the ability of the students to use what they have stud¬ 
ied. All materials and ail activities in the series contribute directly to this end. 

Modern American English 5 is simple to use and easy to follow. It is a basic book con¬ 
sisting of fifteen lessons. Every fifth lesson is a review that provides additional practice 
on the material covered in the previous four lessons. Each of the remaining lessons is 
divided. into four sections: Reading and Oral Practice; Structure and Pattern Practice; 
Pronunciation and Intonation Practice; and General Practice. Each of these sections is In-* 
tended to give a particular kind of practice that will strengthen the students' learning 
experience and lead tp their ability to communicate In the new language, 

1. Reading and Oral Practice, This section intrcchices the material that is to be 
studied in the lesson. There are three parts to the Reading and Oral jpractice. The first 
consists of a short harrative, arranged in paragraphs, each of whi^ii is followed by com¬ 
prehension questions. The second part consists of questibhs and ahswers, cued to pic¬ 
tures, which give additional examples of vocabulary items, particularly idiomatic 
expressions, that are introduced ih the lesson. The third part is a dialogue, All the new 
vop^ulary in eaph lesson is presentedin this section or in the grammar notes in the 
following section. 

The first part of each section is intended primarily for listening and repeating prac¬ 
tice and for comprehension. The students should first listen while the teacher reads 
each paragraph; then the students should repeat the paragraph after the teacher in 
chorus; next, individual students shohld be asked to repeat the paragraph; and finally, 
Individual students should read the paragraph. After this preparation, the teacher 





should ask individual students to answer the comprehension questions that follow 
each paragraph, hi addition to oral work in class, the teacher can assign the compre¬ 
hension questions for written homework. 

The next part of the section gives examples of vocabulary items and idiomatic 
expressions in the form of questions and answers that are cued to pictures. The teacher 
should use the same steps for introducing this material—choral repetition, ind-vidual 


iiuu anu answer practice oy asKing Individual students to give answers to the ques¬ 
tions. Their books should be closed during this practice. As a final step, one student 
should ask the questions while another student gives the answers. This kind of student- 
student practice is highly recommended for all the exercises throughout the book. 

Similar procedures should be followed for the dialogue, the third part of the Read^ 
ing and Oral Practice. The steps should be listening, choral and individual repetition, 
teacher-student practice, and student-student practice. 

3. Structure and Pattern Practice. This section is devoted to the study of grammat¬ 
ical structures and patterns in English. First, explanatory .notes on the structure or 
structures are presented in the lesson, Each note is followed by one or more exercises to 
give the students practice on the pattern discussed in the preceding note. The exercises 
are intended to help the students achieve command of the formal features of English. 

It is suggested that the teacher first go through each exercise orally, with students 
repeating each cue and its answer in chorus. In the next step, the teacher should pre¬ 
sent the cue and then ask the class to give the answer in chorus. After that, the teacher 
should give the cue, with individual students givipg the answer. Wrong answers should 
be corrected Immediately with the right ones, which the students should then repeat 
in chorus. 

When sufficient oral work has been done, the teacher can assign the exercises as 
written homework. Homework should be corrected carefully and returned to the stu¬ 
dents so that they can note their errors and observe their progress. The exercises in this 
section are designed for habit formation on specific patterns; whereas the conversation
